% arid ordered a shave, haircut, shampoo 
and similar services, taking hair tonic and 
face maseage ‘as well. When it was ail 
over Blackford demanded remuneration to 
the extent of $7.15. Crawford demurred and 
Blackford insisted. There was a quarrel, 
but Blackford got $6, all the money Craw- 
ford had in his pocket. 

The case excited the particular interest 
of Judge Track when {it came up Monday 
as is was the first opportunity afforded 
fim to express himself on what he termed 
“World's Fair’ prices. At the uotset of 
the trial it was apparent that the Judge 
would go to the bottom of the case, set- 
ting an evample of Blackford in its dis- 
nosal. as a warning to others who woud

SULTAN HIS DAILY COMPANION 


With Tusurrectionists Occupying 
Every Avenue, Little Party of 
Europeans Finally Escaped. 


Making gardens fer the Sultan of Moroc- 
co’ proved to be hazardous business for 
T, W. Brown of London, DPngland, whe 
ia in charge of the preparation of the 
greunds around the British building at 
the World's Fair. 

Although gardening is not generally Te- 
garded as an adventurous occupation, MF. 
Brown has led an eventful career, its 
last episode, prior to h‘s arrival in St. 
Tule; being a seven months’ imprisonment 
in the gardens of the Sultan, with the 
Bultae hinmtrelf for a companion. 

Twenty months ago Mr. Brown was en- 
waged as chief gardener to the Sultan fer 
the special purpose of laying eut new 
palace grounds at Fez and also beautiful 
grounde areund the quarters of the 8ul- 
tam’s harem. 

“T was busy with the work on the gar- 
dens when the insurrection in Mereece 
broke out,"’ said Mr. Brown to the Post 
Dispatch, ‘and all the roads leading frem 
Fez were occupied. For seven months five 
other Europeans and myself were ptison- 
ers on the palace grounds, not daring to 
leave them except with a heavy guard of 
soldiers. 

“The Sultan was a prisoner with as. 
The ineurrectionists occupied every avenue 
of excape, and their leader almost daily 
gent word to the Sultan that he was about 
to bombard the palace—he never did, how- 
ever—with heavy artillery.

It was decided by the committee to go 
ahead with their plans just as though 
there were no such thing as music. The 
playing by the Marine Band Thursday 
hight will, therefore, be the only music of 
the celebration. 

It was not the Intention of the committee 
te use the Marine Band for anything but 
for the massmeeting on that evening. 


Public Opinion 
Against Bandmen. 


Pubiic opinion is against the unfon band- 


men. The Marine Band will not arrive in 
Chicage until Thursday. Before that time 
the parade will be part of Chicago's his- 
tory.

Count Vaulx’s Balloon Crossed the 
English Channel Easily in 
110 Minutes. 


6000 FEET, GREATEST HEIGHT 


Unfavorable Change of Wind Com- 
pelled Him to Alter Plans for 
Trip to Scotland.

(Copyright, 1903, by the Press Publishing Co.) 
LONDON, Sept. 29.—Count Henry de la 

Vaulx, an jnterprid French aeronaut who, 
Vaulx, an intrepid French aeronaut of 
Oultremont, a well-known Belgian balloon- 
ist, and Mr. Voyet—made light to the Post- 
Dispatch correspondent today of their re- 
nMarkeble aerial flight from Paris across 
the English channel to Holderness in York- 
shire—360 miles—in 17 hours and -hree- 
cuarters., 

“We were greatly Msappointed,” Count 
de la Vaulx said, “that a change of wind 
compelled us to descend in Yorkshire, as 
we had hoped to continue uur journey to 
Scotland. Our balloon—which is a doublo 
one, the outer envelope inclosing another— 
went splendidly, and the trip was one 
of the most magnificent I have ever en- 
joyed., 

“We reached the channel at 1 a. m. and 
crossed in 110 minutes (an hour and 50 
minutes), Then we floated over Kent, 
when the wind took us across the Thames 
between Greenwich and Chatham, then over 
the eastein countries, where we nad de- 
lightfu) glimpses of rural England. 

“When we reached the Wash the wind 
showed signs of shifting. but we held on 
until the strip of land between us and the 
sea grew 60 narrow we should have been 
out over the North sea. So we descended. 

“The greatest height we reached was 
60 feet. The ascent was nothing in point 
of height, but. thanks to a favorable wind, 
it was very interesting. We had 230 kilos 
(about 600 pounds) of sand gtill in the car 
when we descended 

“Our original plan was to merely cros3 
the channel, but the conditions were s0 
favorable we then hoped to go the whole 
length of Ingland and make the trip from 
Paris to Scotland.” 

The aeronauta were dressed in fur-lined 
coats and soft brown felt hats. They in- 
tend to try again to accomplish the feat.

Passenger Agents’ New Requirements 
Prevent Sale of Tickets.

Southwestern railroad. says his road has 
at last adopted a method of ardine 
against the sale of return excursion tick- 
ets by ‘‘scalpers.”’ 
Mr. Gildersleeve said: ‘‘On a recent ex- 
cursion from Cincinnati to 8t. Louls, the 
passenger was required to present his re- 
ceipt for the return portion of the ticket, 
een him by the conductor, when the 
icket was lifted, and secure the return 
portion when ready to leave St. Louis. 
“In order to circumvent this plan, the

LEXINGTON, &. C., Sept. .9.—''l believe 
a full investigation will show that I was 
perfectly justified in what I did.’ 

This assertion was made at Columbia to 


H. Tillmen, the slayer of Editor Narcisso | 
G. Gonzales last April. 

“It would be unwise for me to give away | 
at this time my plans and the details of 
my defense. Later I may have something 
more to say,"’ concluded Tillman. 


| Jt will be remembered that Tillman while | 


Heutenant-governor of the state shot Gon- 
gales dead on the street. Gonzales’ friends 
claim that he was unarmed and that the 
killing was wholly unproveked. According 
to the plan of defense, as near as it can 
be made out now, Tillman's assertion will 
be the Iine which his attorneys will follow. 
The defense will be justifiable homicide. 

The trial begun dramatically. 

To the clerk's inquiry as to whether he 
was guilty or not guilty, Tillman answered 
in a clear and firm voice, “Not guilty.” 

' In addition to charging him with murder, 
the indictment also charges, him with car- 
ryimg concealed weapons. After Tillman's 
plea had been recorded, the clerk asked, 
“How will you be tried?’ 

By God and my country.” he replied. 

Custom, which is more binding than law 
here, ordains that the names of prospective 
jurors shal! be drawn from a hat by a child 

who can neither read nor write. The names 
of the regular venire of 36 men were placed 
in a black sombrero, a handkerchief placed 
over it. and Robbie Harman began the 
drawing of the men who were to serve on 
the jury. Tiliman gave the closest atten- 
tion to the selection of the jury. He was 
assisted by several Lexington lawyers who 
knew the residents of the county. 

In the selection of the jury, the state 
used its five peremptory challenges; while 
defense used but nine of the ten allowed. 
|The work of getting a jury occupied icss 
than two hours. 

Policeman Boland of Columbia, who ar- 
rested Tillman after the shooting. was the 
first witness. Hie testified as to the arrest 


directly after the shooting. 

“I went up to him and said: 
you know who I am and I'll have to place 
you under arrest,’”’ said the witness. ‘I 
asked him to give me the pistol, 


told him that i cou:d not place him under 
arrest and allow him to keep his pistol. 
which was still in his hand. I asked him if 
he had shot Gunzales, and he said he had. 
and thought he had hit him, too. ‘Well. 
I am under your rotection,’ he said, and 
gave me the pistol.’ 

The witness referred to several incidents 
which happen as he was taking Tillman 
to the station house. less than 200 feet dis- 
tant. The witness said another pistol was 
found on Tillman when he was searched at, 
the station.

Although the clerk of the Richland 
County Court, J. Frost Walker, assured 
the attorneys and court the pistols were 
not loaded, Boland discovered that one 
of them. an American made Iver, 
was fully loaded. 

Walker did not know much about the 
mechanism of the automatic magazine 
pistol, and when told to illustrate its 
workings to the qty slipped the maga- 
zine containing loaded cartridges into 
the chamber. 

He was explaining the mysteries of 
the weapon when Tillman leaned over 
and whispered to Col. Johnstone, one 
of his counsel. 

“I have just been informed that that 
pistol is loaded and cocked,” said Col. 
Johnstone to the court. 

Considerable nervousness existed in 
the courtroom until Walker finally em 
tied the magazine and took out the 
cartridges.

Advertising is an art and the successful. advertiser practices 
that art understandingly. But Prof. Walter D. Scott of the 
Northwestern University would have us believe further that 
successful advertising is a form of hypnotism and ‘that the 
successful advertiser manages to hypnotize the public. He 
BA‘ 8: 

“All men are naturally obedien?. 

“Use the form of direct command” in wording an advertise- 
nent. 

While admitting that there is some truth in the contention 
that successful advertising acta, through the power of sug- 
gestion, is it not a fact that fhe advertisement which is most 
successful is that which is based on common sense? It at- 
tracts us because it offers something that we need. If is a 
legitimate offer of something that will satisfy our desires. 
rather than an attempt to control our minds and compel us 
hypnotically to take something or do something contrary to 
those desires. 

The publie, very naturally, objects to being hypnotized or 
cajoled into doubtful bargains or actions. The advertiser who 
treats the people as being possessed of a normal degree of 
common sense will be successful. It may be true that direct 
command is the most effective form of advertising, but it must 
be backed up by merit, or the people will refuse to obey the 
command.
